There are many diseases which 
are more infectious and more fatal. 
The particular dread which smallpox 
excites in the miads of many people 
probably arises from the disfigurement 
which was formerly—butis no longer— 
its invariable effect. 

Smallpox is, essentially, a disease of 
filth, originating among nations of 
filthy habits. The best preventive to 
its spread is thorough cleanliness— 
cleanliness of the person, of the blood 
and of streets and yards. When a 
person whose blood is pure comes 
within the influence of thé disease, he 
will not contract it, or will have it very 
lightly — just in proportion to the 
amount of effete matter which the dis- 
ease germs find in bis blood to feed on. 
It is like the burning of a brick house. 
The inflammable matter ts consumed, 
but the bricks are uninjured. One of 
the best methods of purifying the 
blood is by the free use of fruit acids, 
especially of lemon juice, whose virtues 
have not yet begun to be appreciated 
by the people of this country. 
While the citizens are purifying 
their bodies, it would be well for the 
City Council to do all in their power 
to clean up our filthy streets, the putrid 
matter upon which is enough to breed 
half a dozen epidemics, and doubtless 
would were it not for the virtues of 
ous life-giving climate. 

As already remarked, there is ab- 
solutely no cause for alarm. Last year 
we had a few cases of the disease, but 
it never gained any headway, nor, with 
due attention to personal and munici- 
pal cleanliness, is there any probability 
that it will now. 

The public may rely upon us to pub- 
lish, from day to day, the full facts, be 
they favorable or otherwise. We be- 
lieve this to be the true way, because 
the honest way, to treat the matter.
